Monster storm. 

Forecasters warn of 
heavy rain, possibly 
snow in some parts as 
hurricane bears down 
on Ontario, Quebec 


As the so-called Franlcenstorm 
arrives on the doorstep of the 
U.S. eastern seaboard, the Can¬ 
adian Hurricane Centre said 
Sunday that Sandy could bring 
winter weather to parts of On¬ 
tario. 

Spokesman Bob Robichaud 
said southern and eastern 
Ontario and western Quebec 
could see 50 to 100 millimetres 
of rain late Monday and early 
Tuesday. 

The storm is expected to 
interact with a stalled front 
over Ontario and could cause 
heavier rainfall — more than 
100 millimetres — in areas 
adjacent to Lake Ontario and 
northward to Algonquin Park, 
the centre said.

could change into snow over 
central Ontario, although it’s 
too early to predict snowfall 
amounts. 

“Snow is another thing 
we’re going to have to consider 
with this thing, just because it’s 
drawing in some cold air from 
the north,” said Robichaud 
from Halifax during a media 
teleconference on Sunday. 

The hurricane centre said 
parts of southern Ontario 
should brace for 100 km/h 
winds that could cause a bit of 
a mess. 


spokesman Bob Robichaud. 
He said Sandy's size also 
means it's likely the messy 
weather will loiter until next 
weekend. 


• The Canadian government 
issued a news release Satur¬ 
day saying it has received no 
reports of Canadians being 
killed or injured as a result 
of Sandy.

While the storm moved 
slowly northward over the 
weekend, its impact was al¬ 
ready felt Sunday in a city 
along Quebec’s Saguenay 
River, which leads into the St. 

The Emerald Prin¬ 
cess cruise ship carrying 5,000 
passengers en route to Florida 
docked in Saguenay, Que., to 
avoid its path.

City urges 
patience 
and caution 
ahead of 
snow 


A winter surprise is on 
the menu for commuters 
Monday morning as the first 
significant snowfall of the 
year is set to hit the region. 

The light dusting of snow 
started falling Sunday, and 
Environment Canada was 
forecasting it would continue 
off and on into Monday. 

On Sunday afternoon, city 
spokesperson Laura McNabb 
said crews were already out 
on the roads putting down 
salt and sand, especially on 
main routes. 

“We have shifts working 
around the clock on Edmon¬ 
ton roads to get them up to 
good winter driving condi¬ 
tions,” said McNabb. 

She stressed, however, 
that good winter driving con¬ 
ditions would still require 
lots of patience from drivers 
in the morning. 

“Good winter driving 
conditions are not the same 
as summer roads. So, people 
need to take some personal 
responsibility when they get 
out there on the roads, to go 
a little bit slower.” 

The city was asking 
people to leave extra time 
to get where they are going, 
make sure their windows 
were cleared off and to give 
snow-clearing equipment 
plenty of space. 

“The first snowfall of the 
year is always a challenge 
because it is not something 
people are used to just yet,” 
said McNabb. “ft has to be a 
partnership. We do what we 
can to make the roads safe, 
but people have to take it 
easy out there.”

I West Bank have become all 
too real for Alberta’s deputy 
premier. 

While preparing for his 
flight from Poland to Is¬ 
rael Thursday, deputy pre¬ 
mier Thomas Lukaszuk said 
his itinerary continuously 
changed as more than 80 mis¬ 


siles struck Israel. 

Lukaszuk is on a private 
tour of the region hosted by 
Friends of Simon Wiesenthal 
Center for Holocaust Studies. 
He told Metro via email Sun¬ 
day he hopes the trip will give 
him a better understanding of 
hate crimes and bullying. 

But the venture has not 
come without its share of 
tense moments. 

In recent days, the fighting 
had subsided, Lukaszuk wrote, 
but on Sunday he was forced 
to alter travel plans once again 
after the city he was planning 
to visit was targeted by rockets 
local media reports claimed 
were fired by members of the 
Palestinian group Hamas. 

“Instead, I entered the West 
Bank through the Ramallah 
crossing where my bus was 
pelted with stones,” Lukaszuk 


wrote in the email. 

“No one was harmed.... Un¬ 
fortunately this is the reality of 
this region. There are territorial 
disputes, which result in fre¬ 
quent military interventions.” 

Lukaszuk said Sunday’s 
scare has not led him to con¬ 
sider abandoning the tour, 
adding he plans to continue 
touring Jerusalem and Tel Aviv 
in the days ahead. 

“Unfortunately, hate crimes 
and intolerance are not foreign 
to Alberta and Canada, and, as 
a politician, I find it import¬ 
ant to understand the basis of 
hate (and) bias so that we can 
eradicate it in our commun¬ 
ities,” he added. “Hate appears 
in speech, actions and often 
manifests itself as bullying. 
Unchecked, it has a propensity 
to spread.”

Cooking oil 


Stove fire causes 
$ 270 k blaze 
intownhouse 

An unattended pot of 
cooking oil caused a fire 
in southwest Edmonton 
that caused $270,000 in 
damage early Sunday 
morning. 

The fire broke out in 
a townhouse complex 
just north of Callingwood 
Road on 178 Street in the 
Ormsby Place neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Crews from the nearby 
fire station received 
several calls about the fire 
and a cab driver driving 
past who saw the fire 
actually walked into the 
hall, which is less than 
a block from the com¬ 
plex, according to fire 
department spokesperson 
Chrystal Coleman. 

She said when the 
crews arrived they called 
in for more support right 
away. 

“They upgraded it to 
a two-alarm fire, because 
the fire had extended into 
the ceiling through and 
into the adjacent suites,” 
she said. 

Most of the damage 
took place in the main 
suite, but the fire spread 
through the ceiling into 
adjacent townhouses. 

Coleman said the four 
people in the house along 
with their neighbours in 
adjacent suites all got out 
safely. 

Coleman said once 
the fire was fully extin¬ 
guished around 6 a.m. 
investigators were able to 
determine the cooking oil 
had caused the blaze.

Administration now be¬ 
lieves that existing space in 
the stadium can be repur¬ 
posed for the games at a cost 
of $1.5 million. 

Coun. Karen Leibovici 
said that is moving in the 
right direction, but she is 
still concerned about the 
cost of the Jumbotron. 

“After 15 years is it that 
out of date? The last time I 
went to a football game it 
didn’t seem like it was not 
working properly,” she said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
said he is pleased costs have 
come down. He also said it is 
important not to tie all the 
upgrades to the games. 

“We shouldn’t link those 
upgrades to the games those 
are separate upgrades we 
need to do whether we get 
the games or not.”

As the family of 11-year-old 
Megan Wolitski remember 
a “beautiful, smart, and 
caring girl,” her Grade 6 
classmates in St. Paul are 
preparing to return to class 
on Tuesday. 

Classrooms have been 
set up at nearby St. Paul 
Regional High School after 
the van came crashing 
through their school, and 
regular classes for Racette 
students are scheduled to 
resume Oct. 30, according 
to the St. Paul education 
website. 

On Thursday morning, 
three students were air¬ 


lifted to hospital in Edmon¬ 
ton for treatment of critical 
injuries after a minivan 
crashed into their Grade 6 
classroom at approximately 
9:15 a.m. 

In a statement, the family 
of Megan, who died in hos¬ 
pital on Friday from injuries 
sustained in the crash, said 
she had a passion for ballet 
and jazz dancing, and was 
a Girl Guide who was plan¬ 
ning a trip to Switzerland 
with her group. 

“We would like Megan to 
be remembered for the in¬ 
credible girl that she was,” 
states the release. 

“She loved her family 
and loved to take care of 
her sister and baby cousins. 
She touched so many lives 
with her kindness.” 

Meanwhile, Richard Ed¬ 
ward Benson, 46, who was 
behind the wheel of the 
minivan, has a bail hearing 
scheduled for Monday in St.

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Millions brace for superstorm 


Hurricane Sandy. U S. 

northeast coastal areas 
evacuated as big storm 
collides with two other 
weather systems 


Big U.S. cities from Washington 
to Boston braced Sunday for the 
onslaught of a superstorm that 
could menace some 50 million 
people in the most populated 
corridor of the U.S., with fore¬ 
casters warning New York 
could be in particular peril. 

“The time for preparing 
and talking is about over,” Fed¬ 
eral emergency management 
administrator Craig Fugate 
warned as Hurricane Sandy 
made its way up the Atlantic. 
“People need to be acting now.” 

Forecasters warned the 
storm could wreak havoc over 
1,300 kilometres from the 
East Coast to the Great Lakes. 
States of emergency were de¬ 
clared from North Carolina 
to Connecticut. Airlines can¬ 
celled more than 5,000 flights, 
Amtrak began suspending pas¬ 
senger train service across the 
Northeast, and New York and 
Philadelphia moved to shut 
down their subways, buses and 
trains.

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Chinese leaders heed protesters’ calls 


Pollution. It is unclear 
whether authorities will 
cancel petrochemical 
project or continue 
when pressure is lower 


After a weekend of protests by 
thousands of citizens over pol¬ 
lution fears, a local Chinese gov¬ 
ernment relented Sunday and 
agreed that a petrochemical 
factory would not be expanded, 


only to see the protesters refuse 
to halt their demonstration. 

The standoff in the city of 
Ningbo has highlighted the 
deep mistrust of the govern¬ 
ment in China. Should they 
continue, the demonstrations 
would upset an atmosphere of 
calm that leaders want for a 
transfer of power in the Com¬ 
munist Party leadership next 
month. 

The protest had swelled 
over the weekend and led to 
clashes between citizens and

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Syria. Ceasefire broken 
with bombing of rebel 
areas over Muslim holiday 



Syria’s air force fired missiles 
and dropped barrel bombs on 
rebel strongholds while oppos¬ 
ition fighters attacked regime 
positions Sunday, flouting a 
UN-backed ceasefire that was 
supposed to quiet fighting over 
a long holiday weekend but 
never took hold. 

The failure to push through 
a truce so limited in its ambi¬ 
tions — just four days — has 
been a sobering reflection of 
the international community’s 
inability to ease 19 months of 
bloodshed in Syria. It also sug¬ 
gests that the stalemated civil 
war will drag on, threatening 
to draw in Syria’s neighbours, 
such as Turkey, Lebanon and 


Jordan. “This conflict has now 
taken a dynamic of its own, 
which should be worrying to 
eveiyone,” said Salman Shaikh, 
director of the Brookings Doha 
Center think-tank. 

The UN tried to broker a 
halt to fighting over the four- 
day Eid al-Adha Muslim feast 
that began on Friday, one of 
the holiest times of the Islamic 
calendar. But the truce was vio¬ 
lated almost immediately after 
it was supposed to take effect, 
the same fate other cease-fires 
in Syria have met. 

Activists said at least 110 
people were lulled Sunday, a 
toll similar to previous daily

Suiride bomber 
targets church 

A suicide bomber rammed 
an SUV loaded with explo¬ 
sives into a Catholic church 
holding mass on Sunday in 
Kaduna, northern Nigeria, 
lulling at least seven people 
and wounding more than 
100 others in an attack that 
sparked reprisal killings 
in the city, authorities and 
witnesses said. As rescuers 
tried to reach the wound¬ 
ed, angry youths armed 
with machetes and clubs 
beat to death two Muslims 
passing by the ruins of St.

Taxpayer savings from 
registry repeal unclear 


Long gun. 2008 
RCMP report quotes 
estimated savings that 
add up to a fraction of 
registry’s operating cost 



The Conservative government 
that championed the end of 
what it calls the “wasteful and 
ineffective” long-gun registry 
can’t say exactly how much the 
registry’s repeal will save tax¬ 
payers. 

More than seven months 
after the registry was officially 
ended in every province and ter- 
ritoiy except Quebec, the RCMP 
is citing a 2008 report — based 
on a 2004 costing model — to 
suggest the registry’s repeal will 
save somewhere between $1.5 
million and $4 million a year. 

The registry of all firearms 
cost $7.7 million to operate in 
2010-11, the last full year for 
which information is available. 
So why are the projected savings 
so small? 

Neither the RCMP nor the 
public safety minister’s office 


will offer an explanation, al¬ 
though the ongoing registra¬ 
tion of handguns and restricted 
weapons must account for some 
of the difference. 

“We have nothing else to 
say on this issue other than 
what we have provided you,” 
RCMP spokesman Sgt. Greg Cox 
responded in an email after al¬ 
most a week of correspondence 
with The Canadian Press. 

Nor is the RCMP able to 


provide any cost estimate of 
destroying the gun-registry 
data, saying only that it will be 
absorbed within the national 
police force’s budget. 

“The staff who are working 
on the project to destroy the 
data are RCMP employees who 
are also working on other day- 
to-day tasks,” Cox wrote. 

Francoise Boivin, NDP justice 
critic, believes the government’s 
inability to provide precise cost¬ 


ing says a great deal about years 
of gun-registry spin. 

“If your accountant was an¬ 
swering that way you would fire 
him on the spot,” Boivin said in 
an interview. 

“They’ve got all the infor¬ 
mation. Problem is, they don’t 
divulge it because they’re wor¬ 
ried it might not prove exactly 
the point they’ve been stressing 
over and over.”

“It’s always that thing 
that slips to the bottom of your 
list.” Nixey, 29, bought the last 
first-aid ldt at one Home Depot 
in the city. There were three 
empty shelves where the med¬ 
ical ldts used to sit, he said. 

At the Mountain Equipment 
Co-op in Vancouver, staff said 
many customers were buying 
radios — an item on the prov¬ 
ince’s earthquake-preparation- 
kit list — and asking for direc¬ 
tions to the first-aid section. 

Grace Hiebert, 32, has a half- 
made earthquake ldt at home, 
but decided to complete it after 
Saturday’s quake. 

“It made it more real, that it 
could happen,” she said as she 


browsed MEC’s aisles for water 
containers, survival blankets, 
candles and dry food. 

Hiebert was once evacuated 
from a fire and knows how 
stressful emergency situations 
can be. 

“You’re panicking so you 
don’t know what to take, you’re 
grabbing random things,” she 
said. “I know for myself hav¬ 
ing them all in one place will 
reduce the panic.” 

The Haida Gwaii is an archi¬ 
pelago about 700 km north of 
Vancouver.

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Alabama voters get another 
chance to dump segregation 



Amending history. 

Critics say the revised 
proposal still has flaws 
and needs to do more 


Segregation ended decades 
ago in Alabama, swept away 
by the civil rights marchers 
who faced down police dogs 
and fire hoses in the early 
’60s. But segregation is still 
mandated by the state’s con¬ 
stitution, and voters on Nov. 
6 will get only their second 
chance in years to elimin¬ 
ate an anachronism that still 
exists on paper. 

Election Day in this deep 
South state could be the day 
Alabama amends history. 

Amendment 4 — the 

proposal to delete the con¬ 
stitution’s archaic language 
affirming segregation — is 
tucked amid routine issues of 
sewers, bonds and city bound¬ 
aries on a crowded Election 
Day ballot. It’s a striking call 
to see if Alabama will repeat 
what it did in 2004, when the 


state narrowly voted to keep 
the outdated and racially con¬ 
troversial language, bringing 
national ridicule upon the 
state. 


The second time won’t be 
any easier than the first be¬ 
cause Alabama’s two largest 
black political groups are ur¬ 
ging a no vote. They say the 


proposed changes would wipe 
out some racially charged 
language, but would retain 
segregation-era language say¬ 
ing there is no constitutional 


right to a public education in 
Alabama. And they’ve been 
joined by the state’s main 
teachers’ group in refusing to 
go along. 

Amendment 4 would ex¬ 
cise outdated language about 
poll taxes and separate schools 
that many consider racist. But 
the critics say the language 
being proposed as a substitute 
undermines funding for pub¬ 
lic education by reaffirming 
that there is no right to a pub¬ 
lic education at taxpayers’ ex¬ 
pense in Alabama. 

“It is a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing. It seems so good but 
is so bad,” said black Demo¬ 
cratic Sen. Hank Sanders of 
Selma, a New South founder. 

Retired University of Ala¬ 
bama law professor Martha 
Morgan, an expert on Ala¬ 
bama’s constitution, says vot¬ 
ing no on Nov. 6 is likely to 
give the state another black 
eye. But she said it’s better 
to get a black eye than “to in¬ 
flict a mortal wound to public 
education by taking away the 
right to public education.”

Supporters of Amend¬ 
ment 4 say retaining the 
two outdated provisions 
from an era when African- 
Americans attended separ¬ 
ate schools from whites 
sends a harmful message. 
They argue that it could 
drive off businesses from 
a state struggling to lower 
an 8.3 per cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate that remains 
above the national aver¬ 
age. 

Amendment 4’s spon¬ 
sor, Republican state Sen. 
Arthur Orr of Decatur, 
said he knows other 
states have used the racist 
language against Alabama 
when competing for 
industries. 

“It’s important symbol¬ 
ically to send a message to 
our sister states and to the 
world that Alabama is a 
different place than it was 
50 years ago,” he said. 

Orr’s proposal has 
drawn support from 
Republican Gov. Robert 
Bentley, Alabama’s 
chief recruiter for new 
industry.

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Myanmar violence 
forces 22,000 more 
to flee: UN official 


Refugee camps. Latest 
unrest pushes total 
displaced to 100,000 
since sectarian clashes 
broke out in June 


Victims of Myanmar’s latest 
explosion of Muslim-Bud- 
dhist violence fled to already 
packed displacement camps 
along the countiy’s western 
coast Sunday, with a top UN 
official saying the unrest 
has forced more than 22,000 
people from their homes. 

State television reported 
the casualty toll has risen to 
84 dead and 129 injured over 
the past week in nine town¬ 
ships in Ralchine state. The 
figures have not been broken 
down by ethnic group, but 
New-York-based Human 
Rights Watch has said Roh- 
ingya Muslims bore the brunt 
of the unrest and the true 
death toll may be far higher. 

On Sunday, wooden boats 



carrying some refugees ar¬ 
rived outside the state capital, 
Sittwe. The people trudged to 
the nearby Thechaung camp, 
a place already home to thou¬ 
sands of Rohingya who took 
refuge there after a previous 
wave of violence in June. 


“My house was burned to 
ashes and I have no money 
left,” said 42-year-old fisher¬ 
man Maung Myint, who ar¬ 
rived on a boat carrying 40 
other people. Another Mus¬ 
lim refugee said she fled her 
village, Kyaulcphyu, on Thurs¬ 
day after attackers set her 
home on fire. 

Human Rights Watch 
released dramatic satellite 
imagery of Kyaulcphyu on 
Saturday showing a vast, pre¬ 
dominantly Rohingya swath 
of the village in ashes. The 
destruction included more 
than 800 buildings and float¬ 
ing barges. 

It was unclear what 
sparked the latest clashes, 
but ill will between Muslims 
and Buddhists in Ralchine 
state goes back decades. Al¬ 
though many Rohingya have 
lived in Myanmar for gen¬ 
erations, they are still seen as 
foreign intruders who came 
from Bangladesh to steal 
scarce land.

Consumers don't have 
full ownership rights of 
their digital purchases 


If all the books on your shelf 
suddenly disappeared, you’d 
probably say you’d been robbed. 

But when a Norwegian 
woman lost access to her Kin¬ 
dle books without warning, she 
learned she had never owned 
them in the first place. 

Linn Jordet Nygaard, 30, an 
IT consultant from Oslo, said 
the debacle began two weeks 
ago when her Kindle stopped 
working. She later discovered 
she was locked out of her Kin¬ 
dle account, and could not ac¬ 
cess her library. 

In what appeared to be an 
administrative error, Nygaard 
was told her account had been 
closed for violating Amazon’s 
terms of service, and she was 
reminded that her e-books 
were not her property. 

Nygaard’s account was re¬ 
stored Monday, and Amazon is 
shipping her a new Kindle. But

the story serves as a reminder 
that consumers don’t actually 
own their e-books or other 
digital media. They are licens¬ 
ing them—and the retailer can 
yank them back at any time. 

“It’s a real wake-up call for 
consumers,” said David Fewer, 
an intellectual property lawyer 
and director of the Canadian 
Internet Policy and Public Inter¬ 
est Clinic. 

When you buy a copy of The 
Great Gatsby from a bookstore, 
it becomes your property — 
you can loan it to a friend, sell 
it in a garage sale, hand it down 
to your kids. 

But Amazon, Kobo Books 
and Apple iTunes state you can¬ 
not share or resell the content, 
and access can be revoked at 
any time, torstar news service

Dragon brings

An unmanned space 
capsule carrying med¬

Radical redesign. New 
OS is most significant 
overhaul since 1995 


Microsoft bills Windows 8 
as a “re-imagining” of the 
personal computer market’s 
dominant operating system, 
but the company still has a 
lot of work to do before the 
makeover captures the im¬ 
agination of most consum¬ 
ers, based on the results of 
a recent poll by The Associ¬ 
ated Press and GfK. 

The phone survey of near¬ 
ly 1,200 adults in the U.S. 
found 52 per cent hadn’t 
even heard of Windows 8 
leading up to Friday’s re¬ 
lease of the redesigned soft¬ 
ware. 

Among the people who 
knew something about the 
new operating system, 61 
per cent had little or no in¬ 
terest in buying a new lap¬ 
top or desktop computer 
running on Windows 8, 
according to the poll. And 
only about a third of people 
who’ve heard about the new 
system believe it will be an 


improvement (35 per cent). 

Chris Dionne of Water- 
bury, Conn., falls into that 
camp. The 43-year-old en¬ 
gineer had already seen 
Windows 8 and it didn’t 
persuade him to abandon or 
upgrade his Hewlett-Packard 
laptop running on Windows 
7, the previous version of 
the operating system re¬ 


leased in 2009. 

“I am not real thrilled 
they are changing things 
around,” Dionne said. “Win¬ 
dows 7 does everything I 
want it to. Where is the re¬ 
turn on my investment to 
learn a new OS?” 

Microsoft usually releases 
a new version of Windows 
every two or three years, 


but it’s different this time 
around. Windows 8 is the 
most radical redesign of the 
operating system since 1995. 

Microsoft is hoping the 
way Windows 8 looks and 
operates will appeal to the 
growing number of people 
embracing the convenience 
of smartphones and tablets.

Wireless market. Nokia pins Fishy business. Sockeye report 
hopes on Windows Phone 8 could prove damning for feds 


For Nokia, it comes down to 
this: Is Microsoft’s new phone 
software going to get it back in 
the smartphone race, or is it go¬ 
ing to be too late? 

After being the top seller of 
cellphones in the world for 14 
years, Nokia failed to meet the 
challenge when Apple in 2007 
introduced the dazzling iPhone 
that caught the imagination 
of design-conscious customers 
and rattled mobile markets. 

The Finnish company hit a 
downward spiral that has led 
to shrinking sales and market 
share, plant closures, thousands 
of layoffs and downgrades by 
credit agencies to junk status. 

On Friday, research firm IDC 
said that in the July-to-Septem- 
ber period, Nokia slid for the 
first time off the list of the top 
five smartphone makers in the 
world. It’s still the second-lar¬ 
gest maker of phones overall, 
but sales of non-smartphones 
are shrinking across the in-

dustry, and there’s little profit 
there. 

The ailing company’s CEO, 
Stephen Elop, sees Microsoft’s 
new Windows Phone 8 soft¬ 
ware as a chance to reverse that 
trend, describing it as a catalyst 
for the new models. 

Analysts are calling this a 
make-or-break moment for 
Nokia. “Nokia is placing a 
huge bet on Microsoft and if 
the gamble doesn’t pay off, the 
losses can be high,” said Neil 
Mawston from Strategy Ana¬ 
lytics, near London.

Chinese premier’s 
family denies it 
has $2jB in assets 

Lawyers have denied a 
report that Chinese Pre¬ 
mier Wen Jiabao’s family 
has amassed $2.7 billion 
US in “hidden riches,” a 
Hong Kong newspaper 


said Sunday. 

The New York Times 
said in a lengthy article 
Friday that most of the al¬ 
leged wealth was accumu¬ 
lated by Wen’s relatives 
after he rose to high office 
in 2002. 

Hong Kong’s South 
China Morning Post news¬ 
paper published a letter 
Sunday it said was written 
by two lawyers for Wen’s 


family, Bai Tao and Wang 
Weidong, saying that the 
Times’ report was untrue. 

It said family members 
have not conducted any 
illegal business activities, 
do not hold shares in any 
companies, and that Wen 
has never been involved 
in his family’s business 
activities or allowed those 
activities to influence his

Many Americans are asking 
themselves if they are better 
off than they were four years 
ago. Is it still easy for them 
to attend politically inspired 
music events as they did dur¬ 
ing Barack Obama’s initial bid 
for the presidency? 

During the past two elec¬ 
tion cycles, rockers and rap¬ 
pers were stumping hard for 
their favourite candidates. But 
in 2012, only a handful seem 
to be rocking the vote. 

A few days before he began 
playing special sets in the 
swing states of Ohio, Iowa and 
Virginia, Bruce Springsteen 
let his views on the upcoming 
election be known. Though his 
left-leaning opinions came as a 
surprise to very few, his words 
contained one interesting nug¬ 
get as to why there aren’t as 
many people joining in a chor¬ 
us to get the youth to the polls. 

“This presidential election 
is different than the last one 
because President Obama has 
a four-year record to run on,” 
wrote Springsteen on his web¬ 
site. “Last time around, he car¬ 
ried with him a tremendous 
amount of hope and expecta¬ 
tions. Unfortunately, due to the 
economic chaos the previous 
administration left him with, 
and the extraordinary inten¬ 


sity of the opposition, it turned 
into a really rough ride. But 
through grit, determination 
and focus, the president has 
been able to do a great many 
things that many of us deeply 
support.” 

That “really rough ride” 
could be why only a few 
musicians have hit the stage 
for their candidate this time 
around. Acts such as James 
Tay-lor, The Walkmen, The 
National and Jim James of My 
Morning Jacket have played 
election events for Obama, 
while Kid Rock played a set 
before a Romney rally in Colo¬ 
rado earlier this week. But the 
message of hope that charac¬ 
terized Obama’s 2008 bid for 
the Oval Office enchanted far 
more musicians into lending 
a hand. 

Earlier this week, a number 
of politically active women, in¬ 
cluding musicians Zoe Rravitz, 
Carrie Brownstein and Sia, 
posted a webcam montage of 
themselves lip-synching to Les¬ 
ley Gore’s 1964 hit, You Don’t 
Own Me, as text flashes across 
the screen with this message: 
“Mitt Romney and the Republi¬ 
can Party plan to overturn Roe 
v. Wade, immediately defund 
Planned Parenthood, shut 
down the nation’s family plan¬ 
ning program and repeal the 
affordable care act. Let’s send 
them a clear message on Nov. 
6.” At the end of the video, 
Gore says to the camera, “I re¬ 
corded ‘You Don’t Own Me’ in 
1964, and it’s hard for me to be¬ 
lieve, but we’re still fighting for 
the same things we were then.” 

Interestingly, the polit¬ 
ical message is more strongly 
“don’t vote for Romney” than 
it is “do vote for Obama.” 


Capitalism tour 


Rollins rants 

Henry Rollins is doing 
spoken word shows as 
part of his Capitalism Tour 
leading up to the election. 
Though he tells Metro the 
tour is bipartisan, he isn’t 
shy with his opinions. 

“Look at the numbers, 
look at the house bills,” 
says the former Black Flag 
singer. “I don’t listen to the 
vitriol, I look at the bills. 
Romney wants to get rid of 
Planned Parenthood, which 
is an amazing institution. 
That tells me a lot about 
you. You’re going to get 


what you’re going to get. 
Mr. Obama has brought a 
lot of change and a lot of 
people don’t like change. 
A lot of people are voting 
emotionally, or out of anger, 
and often they end up with 
the president who’s going 
to make things worse for 
them.” 

But like many of the 
other artists playing election 
shows, Rollins says what is 
more important than who 
you vote for is that you ac¬ 
tually vote. 

“It’s alarming to me that 
a large portion of people in 
this country who can vote 
don’t vote,” he says.

Madonna booed after 
touting Obama at 
New Orleans concert 


Madonna drew boos and 
triggered a walkout by sev¬ 
eral concert-goers after she 
touted President Barack 
Obama on her MDNA Tour 
in New Orleans. 

The Material Girl asked 
during Saturday night’s 
performance: “Who’s regis¬ 
tered to vote?” She added: 
“I don’t care who you vote 
for as long as you vote for 
Obama.” 

Drawing boos in tout¬ 
ing Obama over Republican 
Mitt Romney, Madonna fol¬ 


lowed: “Seriously, I don’t 
care who you vote for ... Do 
not take this privilege for 
granted. Go vote.” 

Madonna is often out¬ 
spoken. Some Colorado 
fans, mindful of a mass 
shooting there, complained 
she used a fake gun to shoot 
a masked gunman in a re¬ 
cent concert act in Denver. 

A July Madonna concert 
in Paris drew ire when a 
video showed a swastika on 
a politician’s forehead.

A Concert 
for Marriage Equality. 

The show, to be held 
Tuesday at New York City’s 
Beacon Theatre, features Rufus 
Wainwright, FUN. and Dove- 
man (a.lc.a. Thomas Bartlett), 
who organized the show with 
friends Brice Rosenbloom and 
Simon Rentner. 

Rentner says there’s a rea¬ 
son they made the show about 
the political issue rather than a 
politician. 

“The whole notion of hav¬ 
ing the freedom to marry and 
what that represents is kind of 
a conservative value. There are 
a lot of log cabin Republicans 
and you can’t really pigeonhole 
who is into the idea of granting 
the freedom to many for all 
people.... But obviously we 
needed and wanted to do this 
concert a week before the 
election because this election 



will have the opportunity to 
influence countless lives.” 

Rentner stresses that the 
show is about shedding light 
on what he says should be seen 
as a civil rights issue.

I’m 
amazed at how people think 
they can judge me as an 
actress based on the pictures 
they have seen of me. It’s very

I auditioned 
for the part. The Bond girl is a 
concept. So when people ask 
me how it feels to be one, I 
have trouble taking it all in. 
Maybe the fact I got to inter¬ 
pret such a mythical role will 
hit me in a few years’ time. 

Let’s look at what former 
Bond Girls have had to say. 

Eva Green—of Casino Royale 
—told one newspaper that 
she fought to keep her clothes 
on in the shower scene, 
saying, “They wanted me to 
strip down to my panties. We 
had a good fight about that.” 
You, on the other hand, seem 


to have no problem getting 
naked. 

Well you can’t see very much! 

So you didn’t say: “I don’t 
want to be naked in the 
shower.” 

I’m not veiy comfortable with 
nudity, so initially, I wasn’t 
exactly thrilled.... I asked my 
agent — ‘What do we do with 
this? How naked do I need to 
be?’ A Bond Girl is a combina¬ 
tion of power, a masculinity, 
femininity and animality. I 
probably could have been like, 
‘Do I really need to get naked?’ 
but I don’t think anyone 
cared. It was more about the 
substance of the perform¬ 
ance.” 


Is James Bond a good kisser? 

Yes! Not only is he a good 
kisser, he’s also handsome and 
strong. 

Bond Girl Barbara Bach from 
The Spy Who Loved Me 
called Bond “a chauvinist pig 
who uses girls to shield him 
against bullets.” Is that true? 
I’m the one who had to protect 
our darling Bond in Skyfall. He 
used to be a bit of a player, 
but he’s become more subtle 
when seducing women, less 
of a flirt. His character would 
be a little bit grotesque had he 
never evolved. 

Former Bond girl Jill St. John 
from Diamonds Are Forever 
said: “It’s not easy being a 
Bond woman. You have to 
stay in shape when you’re in 
a bikini all those months.” 
Can you relate to that? 
Nobody pressured me to be a 
certain weight. But the thing 
is, I have a huge appetite. I’m 
not one of those women who 
are like, ‘I eat loads!’ when 
in fact, they eat nothing but 
salad. Eating is one of my 
greatest passions in life. So 
yes, I had to force myself to 
go out for a run every once in 
a while.

In Skyfall, British actress Nao¬ 
mie Harris — best known 
for 28 Days Later and Pirates 
of the Caribbean — delivers 
a new kind of Bond Girl, a 
highly trained MI6 field agent 
who can hold her own along¬ 
side James Bond. She takes a 
risky rifle shot at Bond (Dan¬ 
iel Craig) as he tussles with a 
baddie atop a train, and gives 
007 a rather intimate shave. 
So naturally we wanted a few 
more details. 

That shaving scene ends a 
bit ambiguously. Do Eve and 
James...? 

Consummate? No, no, no. It 
was purposely that they have 
a phone call and it interrupts. 
So nothing happened. 

As the opening sequence 


shows, Eve is a pretty tough 
field agent. But then she 
decides to take herself off of 
active duty. 

I wanted to get across that 
she’s someone who’s in the 
midst of all the danger, in the 
midst of it all and actually 
loving it, not afraid, just lov¬ 
ing it. You know, exhilarated 
and loving it. So this decision 
to no longer be in the field is 
hugely momentous for her. So 
I had to do a lot of soul-search¬ 
ing to find out what does that 
mean to Eve, how does she 
feel about it? 

You’ve said that after getting 
this role, you had to keep 
quiet about it for two months 
before the official announce¬ 
ment. That can’t be fun. 

It’s really difficult. I was so 
happy, and I wanted to tell 
everybody. And to be honest 
as well, it made it difficult be¬ 
cause I also started to doubt it. 
You can’t tell anyone, and you 
start to think, “Have I really 
got it? Did that really happen? 
Or was it a dream?” It started 
to feel like that. It was only 
when I started to have all of 
the training stuff, then I was 



like, “Well, they’re investing 
a lot of money in training me 
and taking me to gun ranges, 
so it must be real.” 

Did you grapple at all with the 
legacy of Bond Girls before 
taking this role? 

I felt really fine with it, actually. 
I think normally because the 
actresses who are cast are just 
being introduced to the world, 
and so they haven’t got a body 
of work beforehand, I think it 
can be scary because it can be 
easy to become typecast. But 
because I’ve done such com¬ 
pletely different stuff, I didn’t 
feel like that was a problem.

When fathers and sons bond 
over a cold drink and have “the 
talk,” the talk is usually the 
awkward but necessary con¬ 
versation about sex. While the 
scope of health wisdom dads 
dole out to their male offspring 
may also extend to the virtues 
of hand washing, regular exer¬ 
cise and sunscreen application, 
it is double-eagle rare that the 
just-for-men cancer will come 
up. But thanks to Movember, 
this is changing fast. 

“Men typically don’t talk 
about below-the-belt issues,” 
says Rebecca von Goetz, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of Prostate 
Cancer Canada. “However, it is 
becoming much more common 
place to have discussions about 
prostate cancer and to ensure 
that at one’s annual physical, 
a discussion about the risks of 
this disease are addressed.” 

According to the latest Can¬ 
adian Cancer Society statistics, 


26,500 new cases of prostate 
cancer will be diagnosed in 
2012. That makes prostate can¬ 
cer the leading incident cancer 
ahead of lung, colorectal and 
breast cancer. And with 4,000 
deaths a year nationally, it’s the 
third leading cause of cancer 
mortality among men. 

Still, talking isn’t always 


easy. “Having a discussion 
about prostate cancer can be 
a psychological minefield,” ex¬ 
plains Dr. Daniela Friedman, a 
University of Waterloo gradu¬ 
ate, now an associate profes¬ 
sor specializing in cancer com¬ 
munication at the University of 
South Carolina’s Arnold School 
of Public Health. 


In her work on family com¬ 
munication and prostate can¬ 
cer, Friedman has found that 
the recent controversy sur¬ 
rounding screening using the 
prostate specific antigen (PSA) 
test has complicated the pros¬ 
tate cancer conversation. False 
positives are frequent and the 
PSA can also detect cancers that 


are too slow growing to be a 
threat in the patient’s lifetime. 

Over-diagnosing these slow 
growing cancers can lead to 
bleeding and infection from 
biopsies and may cause erectile 
dysfunction and incontinence. 
“This is a disease people associ¬ 
ate with impotence and losing 
one’s (manhood,)” says Fried¬ 
man. “I find that many men 
are embarrassed ... especially 
when it comes to the digital 
rectal exam.” 

In her 2012 paper, It Takes 
Two to Talk about Prostate Can¬ 
cer, published in the American 
Journal of Men’s Health, Fried¬ 
man examines the heightened 
embarrassment men feel when 
talking about prostate cancer. 

One of the men in her re¬ 
search study commented that 
male pride gets in the way, sur¬ 
mising that this is why Michael 
Jackson probably was always 
holding onto his reproductive 
area during performances. 

Movember is all about mak¬ 
ing guys more comfortable 
opening up about the walnut 
sized gland located just beneath 
the bladder. “[The event] en¬ 
courages men to band together 
— fathers and sons included — 
and the likelihood of a prostate 
cancer conversation is height¬ 
ened as they share their efforts 
in growing their moustaches to 
raise awareness and funds for 
men’s health,” adds von Goetz.

However, a 
new study on women in the 
workplace by Linlcedln and

For many of the women 
surveyed, marriage and 
children weren’t tied up 
in the definition of “all”: 
36 per cent of respondents 
weren’t concerned about 
marriage and 27 per cent 
didn’t cite children. 

“Millennial women are 
putting off having chil¬ 
dren until they are nearly 
30,” explains Amy Lynch, a 
consultant who works with 
BridgeWorlcs, an organiza¬ 
tion that helps businesses 
connect with different 
generations of employees 


and customers. “They seek 
work-life integration. Mil- 
lennials don’t see hard div¬ 
ides between work time and 
family time.” 

Ultimately, no matter 
what having it all means, 
most of us are counting on 
it at some point: Only four 
per cent of women who 
participated in the survey 
felt that having it all was 
unattainable. Julia Hartz, 
co-founder and president of 
Eventbrite, agrees to some 
extent. “What I’ve found,” 
says Hartz, “is while I think 
you can have it all, you 
can’t have it all at the same 
time.”

Of the 24 teams to take 
3-0 series leads, 21 swept 
and three won in five games. 

After watching Barry Zito, 
Madison Bumgarner and 
Ryan Vogelsong each allow 
one run or none in the first 
three games, Matt Cain gave 
up three runs and five hits 
in seven innings with five 
strikeouts and two walks. 

Max Scherzer, pitching 
on nine days’ rest, gave up 
three runs and seven hits 
in 6 1-3 innings, struck out 
eight and walked none.
